12m.  (at.d  is  marly 
the  time  of  the  neareft  approach  of  the  centres  of  the 
Sun  and  Mercury.)  The  end  of  egrefs,  or  IVCe'cury's 
laU  contiift  uith  the  fun's  limb  at  7'n.  4cm  ;  which  is 
about  41m.  after  the  fun  rifes;  therefore  tie  latter  part 
only  is  vifible  to  i».  Duraticn  of  the  Tranfit  6b.  5611.'.

Friends  and  Fellow  Citizen /, 

C"*  A  L  L  E  D  upon  to  undertake  the 
_j  duties  of  the  fir  ft  executive  office 
of  our  country,  I  avail  myfelf  of  the 
pre  fence  of  that  portion  of  my  fellow 
citizens  which  is  here  aJTetnbled,  to  ex- 
prefs  my  grateful  thanks  for  the  favour 
with  which  they  have  been  pleafed  to, 
look  towards  me;  to  declare  a  fincere 
confeioufnefs  that  the  talk  is  above  my 
talents,  and  that  I  approach  it  with 
thofe  anxious  and  awful  prefentiments 
which  the  greatnefs  of  the  charge,  and 
the  weaknefs  of  my  powers  fo  jultly  in- 
fpire.  A  rifing  nation,  fpread  over  a 
wide  and  fruitful  land,  traverfing  all  the 
feas  with  the  rich  productions  of  their 
induftry,  engaged  in  commerce  with 
nations  who  feel  power  and  forget  right, 
advancing  rapidly  to  deftinies  beyond 
the  reach  of  human  eye  ;  when  I  con-

Uttetly  indeed  (hould 
I  defpair,  did  not  the  prefence  of  ma- 
ny, whom  I  here  fee,  remind  me,  that 
in  the  other  high  authorities  provided 
by  the  conftitution,  I  (hall  find  refources 
of  wifdom,  cf  virtue,  and  of  zeal,  on 
which  to  rely  under  all  difficulties.  To 
you,  then,  gentlemen,  who  are  charg- 
ed with  the  fovereign  functions  of  legis- 
lation, and  to  thofe  afTociated  with  yon, 
I  look  with  encouragement  for  that  gui- 
dance and  fuppnrt  which  may  enable 
us  to  fteer  with  fafety  the  veflel  in  which 
we  are  all  embarked,  amidft  the  con- 
fl.&mg  elements  of  a  troubled  world. 

During  the  conteft  of  opinion  thro' 
which  we  have  pad,  the  animation  of 
difcuflions  and  of  exertions  has  Some- 
times wore  an  afpeft  which  might  im- 
pofe  on  ftrangers,  unufed  to  think  free- 
ly, and  to  [peak  and  write  what  they 
think  s  but  this  being  now  decidedly 
the  voice  of  the  natr»n,  announced  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  of  the  co-  (tirution, 
a!l  will  of  courte  arrange  themfelvts 
under  the  will  of  the  law,  and  unite  in 
common  eiF>rts  for  the  common  good. 
A.H  too  will  bear  in  mind  this  fatred 
principle,  that  though  the  will  of  the 
majority  is  in  all  caies  to  prevail,  th,at 
will,  to  be  rightful,  mud  be  reafonable  ;

When  parch'd  with  thirft,  with  hunger  wafted, 
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that  the  minority  pnflefs  their  equal 
rights,  which  equal  laws  mull  prati  i\, 
and'  to  violate  would  be  oppreflion. 
Let.  us,  then,  fellow  citizens,  unite 
with  one  heart  and  one  mind,  let  us  re- 
itore  to  focial  intercourfe  ih«t  harmony 
and  affection,  without  wliich  liberty, 
and  even  life  itfelf,  are  but  dreary 
things.  And  1st  us  reflect,  that  having 
baniihed  from  our  land  tint  reiigioiis 
intolerance  under  which  mankind  Co 
long  bled  and  fuffered,  we  have  yet 
gained  little  if  we  countenance  a  polit- 
ical intolerance,  as  dcfpptic,  as  wicked, 
and  capable  of  as  bitter  and  bloody  per- 
fecutions.  During  the  throes  and  con- 
vulsions of  the  ancient  world,  during 
the  agonizing  fpafms  of  infuriated  man^ 
feeking  through  blood  and  flaughtei*  his 
long  loft  liberty,  it  W3s  not  wonderful 
that  the  agitations  of  the  billows  fhould 
reacii  even  this  diflant  and  peaceful 
fhore;  that  this  (hould  be  more  felt  and 
feared  by  (bine,  and  Itfs  by  others;  and 
Ihould  divide  opinions  as  to  meafar-es  of 
fafety  ;  but  every  difference  of  opinion 
is  not  a  difference  of  principle.-  \ye 
have  called  by  different  names  brethren 
of  the  fame  principle.  We  are  all  re- 
publicans  :  we  are  all  federalilts.  H 
there  be  any  amoTig  us  who  would  wi/h 
to  diffolve  this  union,  or  to  change  its 
republican  form,  let  them  ft  arid  undif- 
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tuibed  as  monuiiients  or  the  lately  with 
which,  error  of  opinion  may  be  tolerat- 
ed, where  reafon  is  left  free  to  combat 
it.  I  know  indeed  that  ibme  honed 
men  fear  that  a  republican  government 
cannot  be  ftrong;  that  tin's  government 
is  not  ftrong  enough.  But  would  the 
hor.eft  patriot,  in  the  full  tide  of  fuc- 
Cefsful  experiment,  abandon  a  govern- 
ment which  has  (o  far  kept  us  free  and 
firm*  on  the  theoretic  and  vlfionary 
fear,  that  this  government,  the  world's 
beft  hope,  may,  by  poflihility,,wanr 
energy  to  fupport  itffcjf  ?  I  truft,  not. 
I  believe  this,  on  the  .contrary,  the 
(irorigeft  government  on  , the  eai*rri...  1 
believe  it  is  the  only  one,,  where  every 
•man,  at  the  call.of  the  law,  would  fly 
to  the  ftandard  of  -the;  law,  and  would 
meet  invalions  of  the  public  order  as  his 
own -perianal  concern, .,  Sometime^  it  is 
faid  that  man  cannot  be  trufted  with 
the  government  of.  himfelf.  Can  he 
then  be  trufted  with  the  government  of 
others?  Or  ha.ye  we  found  angels,  in 
the.  form  of  kings,,  to  govern  trim  ? 
Let  hiftory  anfwer  this  queftion. 
-,  Let  us. then,  witji  cpur.age  and  con- 
fidence, purfue  tour„own  federal  and 
republican  principles;,  our,, attachment 
to  Onion  and  representative  gbverh- 
ment.  Kindly  feparated  by  nature  arid 
a  wide  ocean  frorh  the  exterminating 
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hav.  c  of  ode  q*$r-ter  of  the  globe  j  .too 
high  minded  to  ercliire  the  degradations 
of  the  other  ;  poifeffhg  a  chofen  coun- 
try, with  room  enough  for  our  dt'fcen- 
fcendauts  to  the  tboufandth  and  tbou- 
fandth generation,  entertaining  a  due 
fenfe  of  our  equal  right  to  the  life  of  our 
own  facilities,  to  the  acqmfitiori  of  t,ur 
own  induftry,  to  honour  and, cor,  fide  nee 
from  our  fellow  citizens,  refulring  not 
from  birth,  but  from  our  actions  and 
their  fenfe  of  them,  enlightened  -by. a 
benign  religi  >n,  profeffed  indeed  and 
praclifed  in  varies -forms,  yet  al!  of 
them  inculcating  honefty,  truth,  tem- 
perance, grati  tide,  and  t  he  love  of  mm, 
acknowledging  and  adoring  an  over- 
ruling Providence,  which  by  all  its  dif- 
penfations  proves,  that  it  delights  in  the 
happinef  of  man  here,  and  ins  greater 
h;i poinds  hereafter  ;  with  all  thefe 
biefii'^gs  what  more  is  nte.  ifiry  to' 
make  us  a-happy  and  profpernus  peopll  ? 
Snll  one  thing  more,  it  How  C;i  z  n — • 
a  wife  and  frugal  government,  which 
Ihril  reftrain  men  from  injm  i n <r  one  an  '■ 
other,  (hall  leave  tfiem'votyttW'tfe  lree 
to  regulate  their  own  pui  uirS  of  indul- 
try  and  improvement,  and  (half  nor 
take  from  the  mouth  of  labour  the  bre^.d" 
it  has  earned.  This  is  the  fum  if  gqocM 
government,  and  this  is  fteiefLry  to 
ciofe  the  circle  of  our  felic«ue:. 
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Nor  call  yur  time  your  own  : 
Around  you  fee  the  fcythe  of  death

\  And  you,  who  hitherto  are  fpar'd, 

Mud  flionly  yield  your  lives  ; 
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About  to  enter,  itliow  citizens,  on 
the  exercife  of  duties  which  comprehend 
every  tbinjj  dear  and  valuable  to  you, 
it  is  proper  you  mould  under  (tand  what 
I  deem  theefleritial  principles  of  our 
government,  and  confcquently  thofe 
which  ought  to  fhape  its  administration. 
I  will  comprife  them  within  the  nar- 
rowed compafs  they  will  bear,  dating 
the  general  principle,  but  not  all  its  H* 
nutations.  Equal  and  exacl  juftice  to 
all  men,  of  whatever  ftate  or  perfaa- 
lion,  religious  or  political:  peace,  com- 
merce, and  honcft  friendlhip*  with  "ail 
nations,  entangling  alliances  with  none : 
the  fupport  of  the  (late  governments  in 
all  their  rights,  as  the  moft -competent 
adminiftration  for  our  domeftic  con- 
cerns, and  theftrongeft  bulwarks  again  11 
ami- republican  tendencies:  the  prefer- 
vation  of  the  federal  government  in  its 
whole  conftitutional  vigour,  as  the  flitet 
anchor  of  our  peace  at  home,  and  fafe 
ty  abroad  :  a  jealous  care  of  the  right 
of  deaion  by  the  people,  a  mild  and 
fafe  corredive  of  abufes  which  are  lop- 
ped  by  the  fword  of  revolution,  where 
peaceful  remedies  are  unprovided  :  ab- 
folute  acquiefeoce  in  the  decifions  of 
the  majority,  the  vital  principle  of  re- 
publics,  from  which  is  no  appeal  but 
to  force,  the  vital  principle  and  imme- 
diate  parent  of  defpotifm  :  a  well  dif- 
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ciplined  militia,  our  bed  reliance  in 
peace,  and  for  the  firft  moments  of 
war,  till  regulars  may  relieve  them  : 
the  fupremacy  of  the  civil  over  the  mil- 
itary authority  :  cecmomy  in  the  public 
expence,  that  labour  may  be  lightly 
burthened  :  the  honeft  payment  of  our 
debts,  and  facred  prefervation  of  the* 
publie  faith  :  ert'couragement  of  agri. 
culture,  and  of  commerce  as  its  hand- 
maid :  the  diffufion  of  information,  and 
the  arraignment  of  all  abufes  at  the  bar 
of  the  public  reafon  :  freedom  of  reli- 
gion ;  freedom  of  ihe  prefs  ;  and  free- 
dom of  perfon,  under  the  prote&ion  ef 
'.he  Habeas  Corpus;  and  trials  by  juries 
impartially  feledted.  Thefe  principles 
form  the  bright  conftellatioH,  which 
has  gone  before  us,  and  guided  our  fteps 
through  an  age  of  revolution  and  refor- 
mation. The  wifdom  of  our  fages, 
and  blood  of  our  heroes  have  been  de- 
voted to  their  attainment  :  they  (hould 
be  the  creed  of  our  political  faith  ;  the 
text  of  c  vie  inftru&ion  ;  the  tonthftonc 
by  which  to  try  the  fcrvices  of  thofe 
we  truft.  And  fhould  we  wander  from 
them  in  moments  of  error  or  alarm,  let 
us  haften  to  retrace  our  fteps,  and  to 
regain  the  road  which  alone  leads  to 
peace,  liberty  a!nd  fafety. 

I  repair,  then,  fellow  citizens,  to  the 
poll  you  have  affigned  to  n:e.     With 
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Drink  little  at  a  time  ; 
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And  go  off  the  firft  man. 
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experience  enough  in  fubordmate  offic- 
es to  have  feen  the  difficulties  of  this 
the  greateft  of  all,  I  have  learnt  to  ex- 
pect, that  it  will  rarely  fall  to  the  lot 
of  imperfect  man  to  retire  from  this 
ftation  with  the  reputatioa  and  the  fa- 
vour which  bring  him  into  it.  With- 
out pretentions  to  that  high  confidence 
you  rcpofed  in  our  firft  and  greateft  re- 
volutionary character,  whofe  pre  emi- 
nent fervices  had  entitled  him  to  the 
firft  place  in  his  country's  love,  and 
deftined  for  him  the  fair  eft  page  in  the 
volume  of  faithful  hiftory,  I  afk  fo 
much  confidence  only  as  may  give  firm- 
nefi  and  tffect  to  the  legal  administra- 
tion of  your  affairs.  I  fhall  often  go 
wrong  through  defe£l  of  judgment. 
When  right,  I  fhall  often  be  thought 
wrong  by  thofe  whofe  poiitions  will 
not  command  a  view  of  the  .whole 
ground.  I  afk  your  indulgence  for  my 
own  errors,  which  will  newer  be  inten- 
tional ;  and  your  fupport  againft  the 
errors  of  others,  who  may'  condemn 
what  tuey  would  nor,  if  feen  in  all  its 
parts.  The  approbation  implied  by 
your  fuffrage,  is  a  great  confolation 
to  me  for  the  paft  j  and  my  future  f'ol- 
icitude  will  be,  to  retain  the  good  opin- 
ion of  thofe  who  have  be  (towed  it  in 
advance ;  to  conciliate  that  of  others, 
by  doing  them  all  the  good  in  my  pow- 
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Ten  times  five  years  I  was  a  virruous  wife : 

Ten  times  five  years  I  liv'd  a  widow  chafte ; 

Now,  weary'd  thus  of  mortal  life,   I  reft. 
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er;  and  tu  be  litltruiit-iiia!  to  the  nap- 
prnef.  and  freedom  of  all. 
»  Relying  then  on  the  patronage  of 
your  good  will,  I. advance  with  obedi- 
ence to  the  wo»k,  ready  to  retire  from 
it  whenever  you  4>ttoii,e  fenlible  bow 
much  better  choices  it  h.in  your  power 
to  make.-!-  An  I  my  thai  Infinite  Pow- 
er, which  rules  the  deftinies  ©f  the 
univerl'e,  Lead  our  cou^cWs  to  whar  is 
beft,  and  give  them  a  favourable  iflue 
for  your  peace  and  profperity.

(he  took  them  however  into  a  garret 
of  her  houfe,  where  the  man  could  only 
walte  his  hours  between  books  and 
fighs,  while  the  partner  of  his  furrows 
made  hard  {hi ft  to  pick  up  a  fupport  by 
knitting  (lockings  at  a  certain  common 
price  for  every  pair. 

At  laft,  by  a  growing  belly,  their 
cares  at  once  became  more  weighty, 
and  their  patience  le Is  fortified.  The 
only  fubjedt  of  sonverfation  now  was 
their  melancholy  dread  of  what  would 
become  of  the  poor  infant,  who  was 
to  be  born  a  beggar. 

Sitting  constantly  together  from 
morning  to  night,  the  icholar  often 
fixed  his  eyes  with  ftedfaft  obi'ervation 
on  the  motion  of  his  wife's  finger?,  in 
the  dextrous  management  of  her  nee- 
dles.    He    took   into   his   imagination 
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Such  defol&tion  in  my  life  hath  beeu,
